Rabies clinics coming 


On September 13, 1986, the 
Hastings and Prince Edward 
Counties, Health Unit adopted 
the new provincial regulation 
which makes it compulsory for 
all dogs and cats three months 
of age and over to be vacci- 
nated against rabies every 
year 

This regulation is intended to 
protect people from the 
disease. Most cases of human 
anti-rabies treatment result 
from contact with cats and 
dogs which have been infected 
by a rabid wild or domestic 
animal. 

Vaccinating domestic 
animals is the only barrier 
between rabies and ple. 
More than 50% of the human 
exposures to the disease occur 
from contact with owned, 
unimmunized dogs and cats - 
often one’s own household pets. 

Special low-cost clinics will 
be held again this year and pet 
owners will be charged only 
$8.00 per animal for rabies 
vaccination. Owners also have 
the option of going to their 
regular veterinarian... 

An immunization certificate 
will be issued to the owner, 
indicating when and where the 
animal was vaccinated and 
when the vaccination must be

repeated. In addition, a rabies 
identification tag will be 
provided for each vaccinated 
dog and cat. The regulation 
requires that dogs and cats be 
re-vaccinated on a regular 
basis. Pet owners who do not 
comply with the regulation are 
subject to a maximum fine of 
$5,000. 


In the interest of protecting 
the people in the. community 
from rabies, the Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties 
Health Unit urges dog and cat 
owners to meet the regulation 
by getting their dogs and cats 
immunized yearly.

LEAKY RADIATOR CAP COULD LEAVE YOU STRANDED 


The scene is a familiar one: 
A car on the side of the road, 
hood up, a geyaer seamaing 
from the radiator. A typica 
summer scene, right? 

WRONG! This scene could 
come true anytime of the year, 
stranding you on the roadside, 
the end result of a bad radiator 
or cooling system cap. 

A car’s radiator cap is one of 
those many little “‘out of sight, 
out of mind’’ parts of your car 
you probably don’t think about.

One way to tell if the cap is 
not in good shape is simply to 
inspect it, something you can 
do yourself. Before you 
remove your cap, however,it’s 
best to wait till the engine 
cools. Boiling coolant can 
cause serious burns. 

When the engine is cool, 
slowly remove the cap and 
check the rubber gasket inside. 
If it is cracked or looks deter- 
iorated, consider ie a it 
before it causes trouble. 

Also check to ensure the cap 
fits tightly and that someone, 
somewhere along the way, has 
not replaced it incorrectly. If 
the cap is cross threaded, 
meaning that it has not been 
replaced correctly, it will prob- 
ably be sitting at an,angle, and

Wild Duck 

To pluck wild duck, remove 
large feathers dry. Melt 3/8 
pound of paraffin wax in 7 

uarts boiling water. dip the 
duck into the mixture several 
times and let the paraffin 
harden. Strip off the paraffin 
and feathers at the same time. 
Singe and remove any remain- 
ing feathers. 


Canvasback Duck 

This bird is in season from 
the last of November until 
March. As it feeds mainly on 
wild celery, it requires no 
spices in cooking. Dress the 
usual way and wipe with a wet 
towel. Truss the neck under the 
wing, place in a dripping pen 
and roast in a 350 oven, allow- 
ing 20 to 25 minutes per pound. 
Baste frequently. Season with 
salt and pepper and serve with 
gravy remaining in pan. 


Mallard Wild Duck 

These ducks in season during 
the fall and winter, are very 
dry when roasted, since they 
feed on grain. Braising is the 
best method of preparin 
them. Dress birds and 
with a bread dressing. 
and place ina covered 
Add water to the depth 
inch, a slice of onion 


small amount of thyme. Cover | 


the roaster and cook in a slow 
oven 325, about 1 hour. Remove 
cover so the bird will brown 
and cook another 30 minutes.

The 1989 wildfire season was 
another busy one in the Tweed 
District of the Ministry Of 
Natural Resources. 

There were 91 reported wild- 
fires throughout the Tweed 
area since the. fire season 
began on April Ist. Over 80% of 
these fires were caused by 
people through such careless 
acts of burning debris on windy 
days, failing to properly extin- 
swan their campfires and 

iscarding live smoking 
materials on to dry forest 
fuels. 

Lightning strikes accounted 
for the remainder of the wild- 
fires this fire season. 

The total area burned in the 
Tweed District was. 278 
hectares or approximately 687 
acres. This is more than twice 
the area burned during the 1988 
fire season from the 93 
reported wildfires 


the Tweed district. 
The severe hazardous spring 
conditions were caused in part 
by very little snow accumula- 
tion over the previous winter 
months. Below normal rainfall 
for the month of April and low 
water table levels due to very 
dry summer conditions the 
ast two summers. These 
actors coupled with human 
carelessness resulted in a very 
active start to the wildfire 
season. ; 
, There was also a significant 
increase in deliberately set 
(incendiary) fires during the 
spring time period.

Sea ees numbers would 
have doubled. Trout and 
salmon abundance would have 
been cut in half, and the aver- 
age fish: size would have 
declined.’ Regional economic 
activity would have dropped 
1.4 billion dollars annually and 
more than 30,000 worker-years 
of employment would have 
been lost. 


The O.H.A.F., its members, 
and its allies went to work on 
this issue, one they figured to 
be straightforward and logical. 
Surely ;no clear-thinking politi- 
‘cian could avoid giving pighe 
financial priority to such a 
significant program with an 
obvious dramatic benefit 
compared to cost. But, accord- 
ing to O.F.A.H. Executive 
Vice President, Rick Morgan, 
it- wasn’t easy. “‘I couldn't 
believe it took a year to get a 
decision on such a retserthood 
type issue.
